Washington —(NC)—The bogus, 
Knights of Columbus oath seems! 


to be making the rounds again. 


Copies of this infamous composi- 
tion and letters concerning it are 
being received by members of Con- 
gress in some numbers. 


THE SO-CALLED oath probably 
owes its wide circulation and long 
survival to the fact that it was 
printed in the Congressional Rec- 
ord 41 years ago. It was not 
printed in that publication as be- 
ing a real K. of C. oath but only 
for the purpose of proving its 
falsity. It was printed as an ex- 
hibit of a vicious and libelous doc- 
ument circulated in a Congres- 
sional election campaign in which 
one of the parties was a Catholic. 


Apparently people interested 
in keeping this scurrilous writ- 
ing alive lifted it out of its con- 
text, and employed the fact that 
it appeared in the Congressional 
Record at all as evidence of its 
authenticity.

On The Missions 


JEAN GARTLAN, Accra, Africa 


E medical work of the missions is one of the most im- 

pressive activities to a newcomer to Africa and comes 
closest perhaps to the idea we form at home of “life in the 
missions.” Trekking in the bush, treating the sick and 
lepers, baptizing dying bab- 
jes, are literally all in a day's 
work. 

The clinic of the Sisters, 
Servants of the Holy Spirit, 
at Agomenya on the Gold 
Coast is typical of a mission 
dispensary. It is a_ single 
story building with examin- 
ing rooms, delivery rooms 
and pharmacy, also an open 
waiting room or veranda 
where patients sit on long 
benches waiting their turn. 
There are a variety of com- 
plaints among the many 
people who await treatment, 
but most of the cases are ex- 
pectant mothers or young 
babies. : 


GOING ON TREK 


Twice a week two of the four Sisters “go on trek” to 
villages nearby where they set up a clinic for the day. 
They start off early in the morning with the back of their 
station wagon packed with medicines and supplies. One 
day shortly after I came to the Gold Coast I went with the 
Sisters to a village called Asesewa. The ride was a bumpy 
one over a road that is winding and hilly and unpaved 
most of the way. At one particularly muddy spot in the 
road a truck rushed past us, splashing mud all over the 
Sisters’ white habits and my dress. 

When we arrived a large crowd of women was al- 
ready waiting. The clinic had been timed to coincide with 
market day so that the people coming in from their farms 
with their products to buy and sell could be treated at the 
same time. | 

The clinic was set up in a shed-like building at the 
edge of the market. One window on the back wall and the 
narrow door at the front provided all the light and air. One 
Sister set up the pharmacy for giving out medicines at the 
back of the room, and the other examined patients, at a 
small wooden table near the door. 


Each patient brings her own bottle for her medicine 
and a small record card, if she has already visited the clinic. 
One of the main difficulties is to keep the women from 
crowding into the doorway and shutting out what little 
light and air there is. The Sisters gave the women num- 
bered cards so they could take their turns, but unless 
someone stood guard the system quickly broke down. For 
all they may sound unruly these women are actually very 
patient. Many of them have walked several miles carrying 
their babies on their backs and perhaps a load of jams 
or tin of palm oil on their heads. And often they wait four 
or five hours before they can be seen. 

Lepers are also treated at the clinic. The Sisters dis- 
pense the pills provided by the Gold Coast government in 
its campaign to control and eventually eleminate the di- 
sease, People in the early stages of leprosy can remain in 

their homes and jobs and be cured or at least have the 
disease arrested by the use of this powerful new drug. 


CHRISTIAN CHARITY 


The Sisters’ day at the clinic is a long one, with only a 
short break for sandwiches at lunch time. During this short 


His earlier journeys were ex- 
tensive ones in which he traveled 
along the top of the map from 
Alaska to Greenland. During these 
years he did more than 6000 miles 
on foot in the Barren Lands along 
the Arctic Sea, and around Hud- 
son’s Bay. (It would be a good 
thing to have a map at hand as you 
read this letter.) He explored some 
4,000 miles by canoe, around 50,000 
miles by airplane, to say nothing 
of the distances he traveled by rail, 
7 steamship, schooners and motor- 

ats. 


Exploring Around 
Hudson’s Bay 


The purpose of his work I{s to 
build up information about the 
plants and animals of that far 
northern area. This summer, when 
the expedition will study a smaller 
area more intensively, Father 
Dutilly hopes to make a thorough 
survey of plants growing in the 
area of James Bay in the southern 
section of Hudson’s Bay. 


Father Dutilly will be accompan- 
fed by two other priests, and by 
two Indian guides. They will take 
with them one canoe, a small 
amount of flour, powdered eggs, 
and powdered milk for bannak (oat 
eake). Hunting and fishing will 

rovide the major part of their 
ood. They will also carry with 
them their plant press and blotters 
for drying their plants. They use 
the sun when it is shining, other- 
wise they make use of a small tin 
sheet over an Indian camping 
stove to dry the plants they collect. 


The area for this year’s work Is 
eonsidered important, for it is the 
nter of two huge water sheds: 
om the east the long rivers wash 
ver the land from the center of 
Quebec: and from the west the land 
opes gently from the interior of 
Rerthent Ontario to the bay. - 


Career as a Naturalist 


It requires a great deal of pre- 
paration to be a naturalist, and for 
the boys who would like to follow 
" the footsteps of Father sage 

will put down some of his back- 
— His first degree came from 

ttawa University, then after hav- 
ing gone through the Oblate Sem- 
inary, he was ordained a priest in 
the order of the Oblates of Mary 
Immaculate. Then he took further 
university work, as well as agri- 
cultural studies, at the University 
of Montreal and earned further 
degrees. This gives a general idea 
of the long years of study and hard 
work necessary for the scientific 
activities for which Father Dutilly 
is responsible. 


The development of this kind of 
information—that is, oo 
the geographical distribution o 
lants—is extremely important. 
ather Dutilly said while he was 
still young he was inspired by the 
Encyclicals of Pope Benediet XV 
who ur the missionaries to do 
scientific work, and later by Pope 
gue XI who further encouraged 
t. 


While we think of a missionary 
as one who brings religion to the 


customs and history. The w 

the naturalist, on the other 

embodies still another kind 
learning—it has to do with the en- 
vironment of the people. It em- 
braces a study of the climate, of 
the ground on which they live, the 


kind of soil, the vegetation, the 


' period they hang a curtain across the door to show that the 


clinie is closed, but the people keep calling through the 
curtain asking that their urgent cases be treated. 

Aside from their p value as a corporal work 
of mercy the dispensaries hospitals of the mission are 
essential to overcome the people’s reliance on fetish doc- 
tors. Even Christians will revert to fetish or witch doctor 
practices when they are sick. And it is often pointless to 
tell people that fetishism is evil or useless if there is no 
medical treatment available. The mission dispensaries pro- 
vide that treatment — as a concrete demonstration of 
Christian charity for the Chirstians as well as the pagans 
of the villages, 


They found out that the little 
boy was eleven years old.

They found out also that the 
little boy had eight sisters, and 
that he was the oldest of the chil- 
dren. The family was very poor. 
And, because he was the oldest, 
this little boy had to work so that 
there would be enough money to 
buy food and clothes for the others.

Geneva, Switzerland — (NC) — 
“Has man a soul?”

and Television commented. 

The association took a_ special 
slap at “crime westerns” in its 
fourth annual report on children’s 
programming. It said most TV 
crime programming consisted of 
“so-called westerns, which present 
not only large amounts of crime 
and brutality, but also a sordid dis- 
tortion of the historical develop- 
ment of the Old West.” 

Into a list of “objectionable” 
programs the association placed 
veteran. cowboy heroes Roy Rogers, 
Gene Autry and Hopalong Cassidy. 


THE ASSOCIATION rated chil- 
dren’s TV shows fh the Los Ange- 
les area and came up with 14 ex- 
cellent ones, five “good,” four 
“fair,” two “poor,” 21 “objection- 
able,” and five “most objection- 
able.” : 

Of the “objectionable” programs, 
ten were, westerns, No westerns 
made the “excellent” or “good’ 
lists. 

The association stated that 
more money is spent for the pro- 
duction of one half-hour “crime 
‘western” than for the produc- 
tion of 21 telecasts of any pro- 
gram rated as “excellent.”

Bishop Sheen To 
Appear Only On 
‘Live’ Telecasts 


Swampscott, Mass. — (RNS) — 
Auxiliary Bishop Fulton J. Sheen 
of New York disclosed here that 
the number of television stations 
— his program, “Life Is 
Worth Living,” would be cut two- 
thirds next fall. 


The Bishop said the program 
would be seen on 63 stations 
instead of last season’s 179 be- 
cause his sponsor, the Admiral 
Corporation, had decided to 
sponsor only “live” telecasts.

_ (Edmond I Eger, vice-president 
in charge of advertising, said many 
complaints had been received about 
the reproduction quality of the 
kinescopes used for delayed tele- 
casting of the program. 


(“Nobody wants to watch a pic- 
ture he can hardly make out,” 
said Mr. Eger, so the company de- 
cided to drop those stations which 
did not use the program “live.”
